The pricing offered represents an
approximate 10% increase from the last contract award made in June 2003, This increase in price is due to
a material change in the uniforms. The uniforms purchased under the existing contract are 75%
polyester/25% wool The new contract will provide uniforms that are 75% polyester/24% wool/1% lycra.
The addition of lycra increases the stretchabihty of the material which improves the fit and level of comfort.
The addition of lycra to the material blend increases the cost of the uniforms.
